"Tl'at fair out at Plainfiehl wasn't 


.uuch lil-e this one" he remarked with 
a laugh; "there wasn't any place then 
to keep the live stock: people just 
i:ed their pigs and cattle to the fences 
and kept them there until the judges 
made thier rounds; and there wasn't 
;.ny hall like this either where things 
eoi'ld be displayed; they were just 
br.niglu in in baskets.
